“We had a meeting and 
we went back and forth 
until it was decided (input

But she made it clear she 
doesn’t want to mislead any¬ 
body into thinking “things 
are going to change 100 per 
cent,” she said.

Alfaro believes that this 
year, the town is much more 
willing and prepared to take 
in refugees. 

Her group takes it as a 
responsibility to help after how 
generous the town has been. 

“To us, it's very important 
because we really under¬ 
stand what it means to have 
nothing,” said Alfaro. 

“We’ve come a long way, and 
a lot of people helped us, so we 
want to give a little back.” 

The Latin American com¬ 
munity in Fort Erie is still rel¬ 
atively small, but Alfaro says 
it has grown considerably 
over the last few decades. 

The community is now big 
enough that they have their 
own biweekly congregation 
at St. Michael’s Church where 
the sermons and songs are in 
Spanish. 

The community has been 
helpful in allowing the Latin 
American community to 
integrate, and Alfaro said 
both sides of the aisle are to 
thank for that. 

“This is harmony. That 
is, well, we have to under¬ 
stand that the moment we 


leave our country, we have 
to blend. We need to create a 
fusion of cultures,” she said. 

“It’s very important to be 
helpful with everybody and 
help anybody.”

Point of View 

Discussion at council was about 
more than just light fixtures 


T he installation of light- 

emitting diode, or LED lights, 
was a hot topic of conversation 
during last week’s council meeting. 

lesse Boles, the events and 
promotions coordinator for the 
Ridgeway Business Improvement 
Association, who spoke to council 
on behalf of the BIA, said some 
members of the business community 
were concerned because the 
downtown core's five-year-old 
elegant-looking light fixtures were 
taken down and replaced with new 
fixtures that use LED light bulbs, and 
just don’t have the same curb appeal. 

The discussion wasn’t just about the 
fact that downtown Ridgeway was just 
renovated as recently as five years ago, 
or that the now-replaced light fixtures 
added a historical element to the area 
that seems to be missing from the 
newly installed light fixtures. 

The discussion was about a lack 
of communication between Town 
staff and members of the community 
regarding a project that moved 
forward without consultation from 
the very people who live, work and 
play in downtown Ridgeway. 

Boles said he had sent an e-mail 
and made three phone calls to Town 
staff, none of which were returned 


when the project was in its initial 
stages. 

Speaking with several 
representatives from the Town, a 
mistake was clearly made by not 
consulting the BIA in Ridgeway and 
other members of the community. 
Staff have said they are using this 
experience as a learning tool to 
make sure a similar break down in 
communication doesn’t occur again. 

When Boles contacted Town staff 
about the issue two weeks ago, he 
was given advice to address council 
and a meeting with Town staff was 
held last Thursday to look at options 
for dressing up the lights. 

The old light fixtures have since been 
destroyed by the contractor so there is 
no possibility of reusing them. 

It would be financially 
irresponsible for the Town to 
completely replace the lights, which 
is why they are looking for cost- 
effective solutions to improve the 
look and feel of the light fixtures. 

Mayor Wayne Redekop has said he 
is committed to ensuring this issue 
is resolved quickly and all parties are 
satisfied. 

Let’s hope the Town continues 
to do the right thing by seeing 
this issue resolved and improving 
communication with its residents.

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Fort Erie set to celebrate 150th anniversary of the Battle of Ridgeway

Fort Erie is set to celebrate 
the anniversary of an event 
that shaped the foundation 
of Canadian history and led 
to the birth of a new nation. 

It was on a sweltering day, 
June 2,1866, when troops were 
called to Fort Erie to defend 
against an invasion from a Buf¬ 
falo army. 

Between 800 to 1,200 sol¬ 
diers from the Fenian Army 
arrived with the intention 
of capturing the Province of 
Canada, a piece of British 
North America, and trading 
it for Ireland's freedom. 

As a result of the Battle of 
Ridgeway, the colonies felt 
they could better defend 
themselves instead of relying 

and talks toward Confedera¬ 
tion hastened. One year later, 
in 1867, Canada was bom. 

This year marks the 150th 
anniversary of the Battle of 
Ridgeway and the commu¬ 
nity is invited to celebrate, 
said Jane Davies, Fort Erie 
Historical Museum and Cul¬ 
tural Services manager. 

Tm really excited. Plans for 
the celebration of the 150th 
anniversary have been two 
years in the making,” she said. 

The Town of Fort Erie is host¬ 
ing a series of events to markthe 
occasion, which are being coor¬ 
dinated by Davies and Russ Wil¬ 
son, the Town’s general man¬ 
ager of Community Gaming 
Development Services. 

Many community partners 
and hundreds of volunteers 
have come together to make 
the events possible. 

Wilson said residents will 


be given “a rare opportunity 
to celebrate” the occasion 
with Canada’s Armed Forces. 

The descendants of the 
regiments who fought at the 
Batde of Ridgeway more than 
a century ago are returning 
to commemorate this impor¬ 
tant event in Canadian his¬ 
tory. The Queen’s Own Rifles 
of Canada and The Royal 
Hamilton Light Infantry will 
participate in a parade, cere¬ 
mony and festival on June 4. 

Aformal military parade will 
begin at Crystal Ridge Arena at 
noon. The soldiers will march 
up Ridge Road to the Battle of 
Ridgeway Park on Highway 3. 

An hour-long ceremony that 
includes a parachute drop, 
period music, plaque unveil¬ 
ing and a tribute to the soldiers 
who lost their lives during the 
batde will begin at 1p.m. 

Free parking and a shuttle 
bus service will be made avail¬ 
able to the public at the Crystal 
Ridge Arena to transport visitors 
to and fiom the ceremony site. 

Wilson said he expects a 
large crowd will attend the 
event, which is why Highway 
3 will be closed between 9 
a.m. and 3 p.m. 

Wilson said the festivi¬ 
ties will continue at Crystal 
Ridge Arena Park between 3 
p.m. and 6:30 p.m. The fam¬ 
ily-friendly events, which 
are free, wifi include tactical 
demonstrations, weapons 
and uniform displays, artifact 
displays, interactive children’s 
activities, food and music.

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Cannons hope to defend 
OBA championship title

As far as a baseball season 
goes, it would seem that the 
ultimate dream for a team is 
to win a championship. 

It’s not often that any team 
has a chance to win two of 

The Fort Erie Cannons 
managed to achieve that feat 
in 2015 when they emerged 
victorious both in their home 
Niagara District Baseball 
Association (NDBA) league 
as well as the 'B' Ontario 
Baseball Association (OBA) 
tide in Wyoming, Ont.

games of the year. Cannons’ 
starter Cam Hall took the 
bump and stifled the Chiefs 
in a game that was over in 
about an hour and a half. 

They’d win 8-1 that night and 
they never looked back once 
until the end of the season. 

Between that charity game 
and the end of their regular 
season, the Cannons would 
only lose once in 7 deci¬ 
sions to propel themselves 
to second place in the league 
standings and to set them¬ 
selves up for a more favour¬ 
able playoff matchup. 

The team carried this late- 

the playoffs as they swept 
through the competition with 
very relative ease on their way 
to their first NDBA champi¬ 
onship in several years. 

The team’s surge culmi¬ 
nated in an evening game on 
September 24 as they took 
on the Merriton Alliance in 
game two of a best-of-three 
set that finished on a walk- 
off championship-winning 
hit from Cannons backup 
catcher Chris Patterson. 

It’s a play the club has 
affectionately dubbed “The 
Hit” on their twitter account. 

Outside of their barren

their championships.

Further, that no-hitter 
brought the club to an even 
record for the first time on 
the season. 

The no-hitter was the 
club’s first since Zac Porter 
had chucked one in Merri¬ 
ton three years ago. 

Hall himself was a walk¬ 
ing highlight reel for the 
team as he was arguably the 
most dominant pitcher in 
the league throughout the 
course of the season. 

Hall frequently reached 
double-digit strikeout num¬ 
bers and often held oppos¬ 
ing teams to just a handful of 
hits and even fewer runs.

On the offensive side, the 
club was paced through¬ 
out the year by slugger Nick 
Weglarz. 

Weglarz, a Stevensville 
product, spent parts of the 
last several years in the affili¬ 
ated leagues of several Major 
League Baseball teams, 


including the Cleveland Indi¬ 
ans and the Tampa Bay Rays. 

Time and again, Weglarz 
showed great plate discipline 
and massive raw power as he 
hit moonshot after moonshot 
into the parking lot past the 
right field foul pole at Oakes 
Park in Fort Erie. 

Back in July, Can¬ 
nons manager Justin Hall 
described Weglarz suc- 

“He’s a beast. He’s unbe¬ 
lievable,” Hall said. 

A large part of the team’s 
early season turnaround was 
Justin Hall. 

Hall says he he and the 
club knew they were better 
than the record showed and 
they just had to wait patiently 
for the results to match the 
talent level of the club. 

Hall’s steady guidance at 
the helm took a back seat to 
the dominant performances 
later in the year, but he was 
nonetheless an important 
piece of the team's success. 

Stalwarts like Pat Giam- 
paolo, Matt Pine and Kris 
Hodges were also instru¬ 
mental in 2015 as all three 
provided leadership and 
ability that helped comple¬ 
ment players like Weglarz in 
the lineup. 

Newer players like Gary 
Moraes and Geordan Den- 
nahower were also key as 
both hit the ball well and 
played elite defence at third 
and first base, respectively.
